Publisher: Greenberg 
Second in a series of guides to the use and operation of hand 
cameras, whether made in this country or imported from abroad, 
which have attained sufficient popularity to warrant a book 
of this nature, devoted to one specific make. This, like the 
Bolsey Guide which was reviewed some months ago, is divided 
into three sections. The first discusses the various Exakta cam- 
eras in detail with respect to their construction, handling, 
accessories and operation, while the third is devoted to their 
use in different types of photography ranging from sports 
through photomicrography. The second section, standard in all 
these guides except for minor differences, is a condensed 
but complete textbook on photography from the selection of 
film and its proper exposure through to composition and 
interpretation. An invaluable pocket book for every owner or 
prospective purchaser of an Exa or Exakta.

An entirely new book, supplanting an earlier Kodak Data Book 
on the some subject and containing latest information and 
suggestions for better print making. Written for professionals, 
it starts where most manuals leave off and also discusses cer 
tain special production techniques which can mean. extra 
profits for the studio. Particularly important is the section on 
toning, with a quite remarkably printed double-page spread 
showing eight reproductions of an identical child portrait, one 
in black-and-white (untoned) and the others in seven different 
variations of brown or sepia obtainable by various paper 
toner combinations. Judging from the vast number of unsatis 
factorily toned prints which we see day in and day out we 
would consider this one section of the book — the eight 
iNustrations and accompanying text — worth 20 times the 
price to nine studios out of 10. And that’s just one feature! 
We have many books on printing in our library — and there 
is more real meat in these pages than in all the other books 
together. We do not often go ‘‘off the dock’’ about a book, 
especially when it is issued by a manufacturer and devoted to 
one line of products, but this one warrants it regardless of 
what makes of papers you prefer.

Stereo in the Studio 


By Russ Hanson 








This department, deliberately intended to 
awaken professionals to the importance of 
stereo as a profitable side line if not a major 
field, is devoted to commercial stereo, avail- 
able markets and how to approach them, pric- 
ing, production and other studio problems. Cor- 
respondence and questions are invited. 











UP TO NOW | have purposely refrained from discuss 
ing the “do’s” and “don'ts” on shooting with stereo, 
and | do not propose to start a technical confab on 
the subject now. However, it does seem within the 
province of this column to discuss some of the prob 
lems photographers may have to overcome in the stereo 
candid wedding field, and this subject will be 
expanded from time to time as additional queries and 
helpful remarks come in from our readers. 

| lay stress on the wedding angle because most 
of the correspondence to date has been about this 
branch of stereo. You may be interested to know that 
quite a few professionals, located in large and small 
communities alike, are profitably selling these wed- 
ding candids. Some have apparently been doing it 
for almost two years, while others are comparative 
newcomers. 

In reference to some of the letters received, the 
most common complaint is on the subject of lighting. 
That is, how to correct, or lessen, the dark, shadowy, 
backgrounds so prevalent when shooting stereo can 
dids. From what | have been able to learn through 
interviews with other photographers, and my own obser 
vation, the problem has but few practical solutions. 

A good many photographers have readily agreed 
that customers are not quite so fussy as professionals 
might think, and appear satisfied with the stereo pic 
tures obtained by merely using the flash attachment 
sold with the camera. 

The second group feels that a larger flash unit 
should be used because it enables the phctographer 
to shoot faster, thereby stopping the action better, 
and giving more illumination. This same group also 
recommends using a flash extension when interior can

dids have to be takén in a rather dark room. 

If you are fortunate enough to be operating with 
an assistant, this procedure is desirable, as the results 
will prove. Your assistant can easily hold the flash 
extension away from the camera, directed toward the 
background. This will also increase the third-dimen 
sional effect of the selected subjects. 

Many professionals cannot afford to hire a full 
time assistant, but | feel there is a possible remedy for 
even this problem. Many high schools are now offer 
ing secondary courses in photography. By approaching 
the instructor in charge and outlining your willingness 
to offer part-time employment to some worthy student, 
you may find yourself with a youngster eager to get 
first hand wedding photograph experience. The rate of 
pay will have to be decided by local conditions, and 
the length of time he may be needed. 

Another pitfall of which to be careful is the 
tendency toward washed-out faces, giving the people 
a sickly, chaiky-white, appearance. This usually happens 
when using Kodachrome Daylight type film with a blue 
photoflash lamp for stereo close-ups and medium shots, 
either in outdoor exposures in shady areas, or when 
shooting interior candids where daylight is a factor. 

Do not feel that the above mentioned fault is 
restricted to beginners in stereo candids, because it 
isn't. One day | called on a well known studio operator 
and chanced to look at several of his candids. Well, 
besides being slightly blurred, indicating probable 
camera movement, many of the shots were spoiled, to 
my way of thinking, by this very chalky-whiteness of 
the faces. Considering the fancy prices charged for 
his work, quality and value received were certainly 
out of line in my opinion. 

January is too often a rough month on the portrait 
business, still, time can be profitably spent experi 
menting with various shooting techniques. It has been 
suggested to me that a little practice, substituting a 
clear flash bulb for a blue one with Daylight type color 
film, will eliminate the objectionable ghostly whiteness 
This | find is especially true of close-ups and medium 
shots, and gives your subjects a healthy, sun-tanned 
complexion which is far more flattering than an anemic 
one. 


Getting back to the suggestion of hiring a part 
time assistant, I'm sure it must be obvious that album 
prices will have to adjusted to meet this operating 
expense, plus the extra costs of flash extension. How 
ever, you may be sure your customers will be happier 
with the results. At some weddings, the photo-incident 
is the highlight of the reception festivities, and people 
are impressed by the importance given the affair when 
several photographers are seen on the job. To com 
petently round out the stereo candids idea, don’t 
overlook the new wedding album manufactured by 
Holson Binders. You owe it to yourself to investigate 
this innovation. 

The fact is that stereo photography, using a Stereo 
Realist camera, is relatively simple, Professionals must 
be sure to offer pro-quality work. By that | mean to 
warn that stereo shots should be of higher quality

Toward the close of World War II it seemed that the armed forces were do- 
ing all they could to urge veterans into the already over-crowded field of 
professional photography. But in the latest Occupational Outlook Handbook 
(issued by the Department of Labor and the Veterans' Administration for the 
information of those leawing the service) readers are sensibly warned that 
there is a surplus of oly fron Bas and this condition is likely to continue. 





At least that's some help from Uncle Sam. 





Much greater help from Vacle Sam was his removal of the former excise 
tax on photographic materials and equipment from such items when bought for 
professional use. It was amusing to note the prompt attempt of former 
executive manager Waltz of thd. A. of A. to take virtually full credit for 
this in a bulletin rushed to the members, in which he stated: "This action 
is the result of a continual battle for the past four years on my part and 
that of the manufacturers to correct the serious inequities that have exist- 
ed for the past nine years." Infact that "battle" -sofarastheP.A. ofA. 
was concerned = was Started by me \as executive manager two years before Mr. 
Waltz was elected to the board. \Remembering my experiences during the 
N.R.A. I Spent none of the association's money on fruitless trips to Wash- 
ington. I knew that what could be accomplished there was already being done 
more than adequately by the manufacturers’ association (the N. P. M. A.). 
Instead, I wrote letters and succeeded in having three Senators attach to 
various bills "riders" removing this excise tax. But at that time, as I also 
knew, the excise tax was a "political fdotball" and we got nowhere. Four years 
ago Mr. Waltz was made head of a committee on the excise tax and given a bud- 
get of $3,500.00 by the P. A. of A. He Spent it diligently, his final effort 
being the presentation to every member of the House and Senate of an elabor- 
ately bound brief. It was an excellent ief inmy opinion (I wrote it) but 
it also got nowhere and for the same reason as before. The matter then lay 
more or less dormant so far as the P. A. of \A. was concerned until Congress 
got to work on the 1951 tax bill and it beca evident that Congress was will- 
ing to listen to reason on some of the excises. Then, chiefly due to the 
work of the N.P.M.A. and particularly to the forceful personal efforts of 
H. A. Schumacher, vice-president of Graflex,\Inc., and his testimony before 
hearings in Washington, professional Sprtriptitee finally got relief. It 
is my considered opinion that without the powerful support of the manufac- 
turers and Mr. Schumacher's personal efforts, rofessional photographers 
would still have to pay this tax on the "tools of\ their trade." 





You may have wondered at my mention of "former" executive manager Waltz. 
Mr. Buehman succeeded me in October, 1949, lasted until October, 1950, and 
was replaced by Mr. Waltz. A year later, in October, 1951, Mr. Waltz was 
removed from office (his assistant and editor of the P. A. of A. journal, 
Mr. Forbes, had resigned a few weeks before) and the\ immediate past presi- 
dent, Mr. Inman, took over. That makes three executive managers in slight- 
ly over two years and by the time this apears I anderstage the office will have 
been moved to Milwaukee and Mr. Inman will have given\way to still another. 
At least let us hope the move from Toledo to Milwaukee \will cost less than 
the $10,000-plus incurred when the offices were moved from Cleveland to To- 
ledo. There has already been one move in Toledo, as many moves as changes 
in management!

PHOTOGRAPHIC PERFECTIONIST 
By Andrew Harding 


IVAN DMITRI‘S color photographs are outstanding because of their just-right 
organization of composition, design, color and subject matter. This same organization 
is reflected in Mr. Dmitri‘'s working methods. Nearly every cameraman is familiar 
with Dmitri’s reputation as an artist and etcher under his real name, Levon West. 
Perhaps not everyone realizes that while his art training may be responsible for the 
inevitable arrangement of masses and color, and the selection of a point of view, it 
is Dmitri‘s systematic mind that is responsible for his pre-eminence in photographic 
technique. 


Mr. Dmitri is far removed from the wild eyed, long haired aesthete that many 
people think of as an ‘artist.’ He looks like a bank president on vacation — but 
he conducts his business like the head of Chase National. For fifteen years, he has 
filled an assignment a month for the Saturday Evening Post. Every one of those 
one hundred and forty-nine assignments is on file with complete technical data for 
each color negative! Some of these photographs, along with anecdotes and back- 
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ground information on the pictures, will ap- 
pear among the three hundred color plates in 
his forthcoming book Color Everywhere, to be 
published by Whittlesley House, McGraw Hill, 
and due for release in the fall. 

The book will have pictures, stories and 
a discussion on the subject that has aroused 
animosity for years between artist and photo- 
grapher: ‘‘Does photography belong among 
the fine arts—or not?” It will be interesting to 
see if artist Levon West and photographer 
lvan Dmitri are on speaking terms after the 
chapter is published. 

One argument that photographer Dmitri 
will have little trouble winning is his one- 
sided preference for a Leica camera and 
35mm color film. He insists that a Leica or 
Contax is the best possible camera because 
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of the great depth it affords the picture. ‘The 
larger the camera, the flatter the picture!’’ 
is Mr. Dmitri’s dictum. While 8x10 film pro 
duces an admittedly sharp and _ technically 
perfect print, in reproduction it becomes 
flat, he says. Certainly, photographs made on 
8x10 film seem to lack the three-dimensional 
effect that characterizes Ivan Dmitri’s color 
photographs, though he has been forced to 
use a Speed Graphic with 3%x4%4 color 
film because of the demand by the engravers 
for large film. 

That, however, is as far as he will 
expand to meet the engraver’s preference. 
Dmitri believes that small size film is big 
enough for any purpose except merchandise 
photographs for catalogues, and he is in ‘the 
picture, not the catalogue, business.’’ Once 








in a while, he uses a Rolleiflex, but he prefers 
either the Contax or the Leica as ideal photo- 
graphic One look at Dmitri’s 
color work, even in reproduction, will verify 
everything he has said about small size cam- 
eras. There is so much depth that the specta- 
tor feels he can walk around the foreground 
object.

The organization of Dmitri‘s studio is 
radically different from that of any other 
photographer. There is a beautifully furnished 
reception room that features only antique 
pieces and large paintings. This leads to an 
enormous office, like the 


decorated living 


room of a fine home, including wall-to-wall 
carpeting. 


‘Where is the equipment?”’ many visitors 
wonder aloud. ‘‘Where are the cameras and 


lights?’ When asked about this glaring 
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omission, Mr. Dmitri smiles, walks to a corner 
and brings out two small, overnight size suit- 
cases, one in cowhide, the other in canvas. 
Both bear foreign travel stickers. The cowhide 
suitcase opens up to reveal all the equipment 
for ten flash extensions, one working in syn- 
chronization with the camera, the others being 
slave lights. 

The suitcase is even more 
astounding. This container holds one hundred 
and eight holders loaded with color film, a 
3%4x4V%, Speed Graphic, a Leica, and sup- 
plementary lenses. One compartment holds 
Dmitri’s ‘‘notes’’. These notes consist of 
envelopes holding color film. Most of the films 
are tests that Dmitri 
exposures and stops under certain conditions. 
The notes in the suitcase hold the solutions 
to problems similar to that he is about to

meet on his current assignment. Because all 
his equipment is in readiness, he can be off 
on a trip within minutes after receiving an 
assignment, if necessary. The two small suit- 
cases provide ample material to cover almost 
any job, anywhere. Yet they are so light and 
portable that they can be carried by anyone. 

Each color transparency in his file has 
a tag attached. This bears all the shooting 
information. For instance, when he was 
photographing the lobby at the Statler Hotel 
in New York, he kept the data on his photo- 
graphs in this way. 

The film was outdoor color film with blue 
flash lamps. Mr. Dmitri chose outdoor film 
because he knew that if any light should 
come in through the windows, the color would 
still be in balance with this film. Dmitri 
realized that if he gave the scene a time 
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Dmitri keeps a record of every shot; this hasty 
sketch, filed with the negatives, showed his: 
lighting for a shot in the New York Statler 
lobby.

exposure, the people would move and cause 

‘ ghost images. So he gave the film two seconds 
at F/4.7, and the ghosts were invisible. Dur- 
ing the two-second exposure, he set off his 
flashes, two on the left, and two on the right 
far down the lobby, with four more flashes 
on the balcony from which he was shooting. 
Some of the lamps were without reflectors 
so the light would throw in all directions. The 
flashes stopped the movement of the people 
and made them sharp. 

Other experiments in the packed suit- 
case concerned some photographs that Mr. 
Dmitri had made of New York at night. The 
information on this envelope disclosed that 
an exposure of eight seconds at F/8 gave 
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the best impression of New York at night. 
Another interesting assignment that Dmitri 
covered and on which he kept complete data 
for future problems was a photograph of the 
Cafe Rouge at the Statler. For this photo- 
graph, Dmitri used seven blue flashlamps. He 
shot one exposure at one-fiftieth second at 
F/8 to F/5.6, and a second at F/4.7. Then 
a film at one twenty-fifth second at F/11 to 
F/8, and one at F/5.6. 

Although the guests were dancing, all 
the exposures stopped them and they were 
all good. 
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Mr. Dmitri uses neither incandescent nor 
speedlight. He prefers flash and sticks to it 
exclusively. However, between ninety-five and 
ninety-eight percent of his work is done on 
location, and about half of this is done out- 
doors. The rest are interiors. 

In all his photographs of people, Mr. 
Dmitri has one goal — naturalness. For this 
reason he has forsworn tripods, and he will 
do anything to achieve his end — including 
acting like a clown. When he was photo- 
graphing the Duke and Duchess of Windsor, 
he didn't have to carry on because he ex- 
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plained what he wanted to the Duke's aide 
and enlisted him as court jester. Dmitri asked 
the aide to inspire his models, and the aide 
acted like an historic court jester, winning 
spontaneous smiles and reactions from the 
royal pair. 

No matter whom he is photographing, 
Dmitri wants genuine expressions. The prize 
example of this goal is the photograph of 
the Sicilian madonna which appeared in 
Flight to Everywhere. Neither the woman, her 
daughter nor the baby were aware of the 
photographer. They were absorbed in watch- 
ing the skies for more bombers. With a hand- 
held camera, Mr. Dmitri feels he has greater 
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freedom than if he were straitjacketed by a 
tripod. Instead of asking his subjects to move 
this way or that in order to get a better 
angle, and making the people self-conscious 
in the process, Dmitri prefers to do the moving 
himself. 

When he was photographing the Mex- 
ican mural painter, Diego Rivera, the painter 
saw Flight to Everywhere. He became so 
engrossed with the unposed Madonna that 
he told the photographer, ‘‘! must have that 
picture!’ Mr. Dmitri was grateful for the 
praise, but didn’t realize that the painter 
was sincere. A few minutes later, Rivera said, 
“IT will pay you for a print of that picture,“ in 




















the belief that his first request had been 
ignored because he hadn‘t mentioned pay- 
ment. 

Dmitri refused to accept money, but he 


made a trade. “If you'll give me an original 
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print of one of your paintings, I'll give you a 
picture of the Madonna.’

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CRITICISM: 


IF YOU STUDY a series of shoe illustrations in advertise- 
ments in the national magazines you will discover a 
rash of terrifically elaborate backgrounds. In one, the 
shoes will be resting on part of a coat with the ends 
of ao pair of suspenders as an accompaniment. Another 
shows part of a sweater with a watch and chain by 
the side of the shoes, all on what appears to be the 
floor of a room. And so on and on. Then all of a 
sudden you will come to one which has only a tint 
for relief but rendition of 
the shoes themselves, and that picture, to this observer, 
is the one which really has sales appeal.

Under the circumstances the man who made this 
ahotograph can hardly be blamed for attempting to 
follow what appears to be a general trend. Nevertheless 
the background 


is badly overdone, being very con- 
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fusing. The silhouette is evidently intended to give the 
impression of a hitch-hiker, but one wonders what 
message the inclusion of his figure is intended to put 
across. It could be taken in several ways, some of 
which would not be complimentary to the shoes them-

The 
placing and arrangement of the shoes leaves much to 
be desired. They are much too crowded in the picture 
space, the heel of one being on the left edge and the 
toe of the other on the right. Space is always desirable 
unless one is trying for a gross or massive effect, for 
which reason in this instance. 
The glass blocks only add to the distraction, with the 
toe of the shoe at the left apparently hanging in space 
with nothing to support it. There is also some distortion 
of the toe of the other shoe, especially, notable at the 
edge of the sole, with the result that this shoe looks 
much longer than the other.

As a rule, when shoes are photographed in pairs, 
they are placed parallel with the toes even and are 
then shot from an angle that gives the most effective 
representation of their particular shape and trim, using 
a much higher camera point of view in order to show 
accurately the shape of the toe. If you will examine 
illustrations of this type in such a magazine as Esquire, 
where you will find the best of such examples, you 
will find the above methods almost universally used, 
although even there you will see some of the pictures 
going overboard with too elaborate backgrounds. 
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so more or less biindiy, as is necessary in these 
analyses. 





So, in the case of this bridal porirait, we can only 
take it step by step and see what, in our opinion, 
would improve it. First the pose which, while good, 
would have been better and more dignified had the 
photographer required his sitter to straighten up, thus 
avoiding the quite evident slump of the shoulders and 
bust. While the hand has been nicely rendered the 
position of the forefinger and the shadow thereon 
make it appear distorted while the ribbon from the 
bouquet leads the eye down and out of the picture. 
It would have been an improvement to cover the dark 
stem of the bouquet with the ribbon, leaving the end 
in a horizontal position which would have carried the 
eye back up the arm and to the face, completing the 
composition. The lighting on the fingers is lovely but 
their proper positioning is almost an art in itself. 

The very strong, almost brutal, cross-lighting (as 
cross-lighting always does) has had a tendency to flatten 
the face and has destroyed much of the modeling. The 
highlight and shadow areas on the face, which should 
blend into each other, have sharply defined edges, 
resulting in a blotchy appearance. The spotlight was 
too high, causing a shadow pocket in one eye. In 
his anxiety to maintain the translucency of the veil the 
photographer, using floods at the subject’s rear instead 
of more easily controlled spots, has thrown too much 
light on the neck, so that it looks bulgy instead of 
straight. On the other side a most peculiar effect has 





occurred, also caused by the over-strong lighting from 
both front and rear: there is no arm in the sleeve, no 
shoulder in that side of the dress!

CHARACTER PORTRAITURE is perhaps one of the most fascinating and almost surely 
one of the most laborious forms of the photographic art, because its success depends 
not only on the talent and technique of the photographer, as well as his personality, 
but also on his imaginative powers and his ability to direct his subject. All are 


essential if in his resulting portrait he is to create a personality real to our every 
day life. 


During the last few years one of the most up-and-coming of theatrical portraitists 
has been A. Cypen Lubitsh of Wilmington, Delaware. The work of Mr. Lubitsh, as 
the accompanying typical examples of his photography so well disclose, displays an 
outstanding forcefulness in carrying into each characterization a highly-developed 
sense of emotional fortitude to fit the temper of each portrait.

THE RECORDING OF SOUND on film is made possible 
by a series of electronic conversions. First, sound waves 
are changed into electrical impulses. These impulses or 
waves are 


then amplified till they reach an audible 


level. Once this desired level is reached, these same 
waves can be changed into light waves and recorded 
on film.

The 
exposure takes place while the film moves through the 
recorder at a constant rate of speed. After the film 
has been exposed, it is developed, and a permanent 
record of the sound is then on the film. 

This explanation, of necessity brief, merely states 
the basic steps that take place. Interested readers who 
desire to know more about these things can obtain the 
necessary information by writing to the manufacturers 
of such equipment. A note to the author will bring the 
names and addresses of these manufacturers. 

Figures 1, 2, and 3, show the steps in the evolu- 
tion of a sound picture. Figure 1 shows the appearance 
of the sound track, Figure 2, the reversal print, and 
Figure 3 the combined composite. In making the com- 
posite, the sound track and the picture track are printed 
by contact to produce the resulting finished composite 
print.

stores whose foundations are built on the foundation of 
easy credit to all, as well as agencies whose task it is 
to check the financial integrity of credit applicants can 


be built into good photograph-buying accounts. 

For example, in Syracuse, N. Y., a jewelry store, 
which proudly boasts that it takes but two minutes to 
open an account, has engaged a studio to visualize via 
a series of photographs the easy steps involved in the 
opening of a credit account. The photographer in this 
instance portrayed every action of a new customer from 
the application to the granting of credit. The resulting 
picture-story both 


was used for 


direct mail and 
newspaper advertising. 

This same studio has arranged with a number of 
department and furniture stores, and other credit 
vendors, to make photographs in homes of customers 
who use the stores’ credit facilities. Under this plan the 
store arranges with certain customers to offer them a 
discount on goods purchased if they will allow a photo 
grapher to visit their homes and take pictures of the 
merchandise in actual use. Naturally, the studio receives 
full payment from the stores.
